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Moscow Rumblings 
Are Loud and Clear 


Over the horizon from Moscow con- 
tinue to come loud and bombastic noises. 
They are the accompaniment to the 2lst 
Soviet Communist Party Congress which 
opened early this week with a 7'2- 
hour speech by Nikita Khrushchev. 

The boastful Khrushchev now has 
become downright cocksure. Not only has 
the Soviet Union and its satellites sur- 
passed the West in military power, he 
says, but they will win the war for world 
domination without firing a shot. This 
victory will come in the field of trade and 
economic competition, boasts he. 

But if the West will not permit Mos- 
cow to win through peaceful competition 
—~Khrushchev’'s way of saying the West 
must give in—then the Communists may 
be forced to “protect” themselves by 
military means. 

The most disturbing element coming 
out of the mecting, however, is the Rus- 
tians’ adamant stand on West Berlin. 
There has been no backing down from 
the position that within the next few 
weeks the Russians will turn over occu- 
pation controls to East Germany, thus 
ending the four-power occupation treaty. 

This, if carried out, will mean the 
West will have to deal with the East Ger- 
man Communists and a government we 
have refused to recognize. It would 
amount to international blackmail and a 
clear threat of war. Those who minimize 
this Berlin problem are indeed ignoring 
a loaded gun. 

Meanwhile, in Washington the facts 
are coming out about the United States’ 
relative strength in missiles and rockets. 
Secretary of Defense McElroy has ac- 
knowledged that Russia will have more 
intercontinental ballistic missiles than 
the United States in a year or so. Khru- 
shchev boasts that Russia is now turning 
out ICBMs on an assembly-line basis. 
Sen. Symington charges the administra- 
tion and Secretary McElroy with decep- 
tion. Maj. Gen. Schriever, Air Force bal- 
listic missiles chief, says we should be 
building more intercontinental missiles to 
counter Russian strength. 

No one apparently knows for sure just 
what is the score. But those noises out of 
Moscow are not reassuring. Those threats 
of war over Berlin are not conducive to 
comfort. Those boasts by Khrushchev 
of superiority in military power and dom- 
nation through economic penctration are 
warnings. 

This country cannot afford to be com- 
placent. It can afford to do whatever 1s 
necessary to insure its own and the free 
world’s security. 


What Is Labor Doing 


To Prevent Violence? 


The nauseous lst of violent incidents 
stemming from the 13-week-old strike at 
the Atlantic Steel Co. plant continues to 
grow. 

Homemade bombs, a favorite weapon 
of goons, were hurled at the homes of two 
company supervisors in the latest out- 
break of vicious acts. 

These and other strong-arm measures, 
along with threats, certainly have con- 
tributed nothing toward settlement of the 
strike. In fact, they have produced ex- 
actly the opposite effect by further strain- 
ing relations between the company and 
the union. 

Yet incidents of violence such as those 
engaged in here have become an increas- 
ingly black part of the national strike pic- 
ture. The lawless element, the hotheads, 
dimwits and troublemakers are getting 
in their licks with reckless disregard for 
human lives and personal property. 

Union leaders throughout the land 
deny knowing the identities of those re- 
sponsible. They also deplore such.deeds. 
A number of them are sincere on both 
scores. 

But what has organized labor done 
in the way of setting up effective safe- 
guards to prevent violence? 

Its apathy toward the matter is back- 
firing and will do so even more unless 
the unions do a much better job of living 
up to their responsibilities.

Helpful Proposals Stem 
From Pension Study 


The uniform pension plan which a 
local legislative commission has recom- 
mended for City of Atlanta and Fulton 
County employes deserves serious con- 
sideration from both governments and 
all persons affected. 

Concern, over present systems of fi- 
nancing is quite justified. All indications 
point to current methods as becoming 


more and more costly as well as. increas- - 


ingly unsound, 

The heart of the commission's pro- 
posals is contained in the section of the 
report calling for over-all participation in 
the Federal Social Security program and 
elevation of normal retirement ages in 
most classifications. : 

The plan offers long-range advantages 


which the commission believes will re- 
sult in the ultimate saving of millions of 
dollars by both the city and the county. 


But the rub is the high cost of put- 
ting it into effect. Activating the entire 
set of recommendations at one swoop 
would require a considerable outlay, es- 
pecially from the city. 

At least a start seems feasible, though, 
by bringing new employes under the pro- 
posed plan as they are placed on the 
payroll and extending it to present em- 
ployes as quickly as conditions permit. 

The commission, headed by E. C. Ham- 
mond of the Georgia Power Company, 
did a workmanlike job and its findings 
should prove most valuable in moving

Fulbright as Chairman 
Means Better Policy 


Sen. Theodore F. Green, of Rhode 
Island, 91 years of age, has resigned as 
chairman of the important Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee.

sen. Green is right to resign. He had been 
under fire for holding on when his eye- 
sight and hearing were so defective as 
to make him incapable of efficient per- 
formance of duty. 


Sen. Fulbright comes near to being an 
ideal man for the position. He is ex- 
perienced. He has made foreign affairs a 
life study. He is known and respected at 
home and abroad. He will need to resign 
as chairman of the banking committee to 
take the chairmanship now vacant, but 
this he is expected to do. 

Under him the Democratic Party and 
for that matter the bipartisan group in 
Congress will be able to present a 
much more vigorous and intelligently 
conceived opposition to the objectionable 
features of the administration's foreign 
affairs policy. The change is a good one. 


Rep. Smith’s Proposal 
Would Reduce Crime 


Fulton County Rep. M. M. (Muggsy) 
Smith is proposing a_ constitutional 
amendment that offers an effective means 
of slashing the crime rate in Georgia. 

His measure provides for automatic 
maximum sentences for fourth offenders 
convicted of felonies. It also imposes tight 
restrictions on the chances of such crimi- 
nals receiving paroles. 

Repeaters are responsible for a large 
percentage of crimes in Atlanta as well 
as in the rest of the state. Certainly a 
fourth offense is sufficient grounds for 
punishment to the full extent of the law. 

Society is entitled to the protection 
which Rep. Smith’s bill offers.

Intriguing Possibilities! 


Were it not so silly, the proposal by 
Rep. Tom Palmer of Mitchell County to 
do away with the City of Atlanta offers 
some really intriguing possibilities. It 
might even have great appeal to Atlan- 
tans themselves under certain_conditions. 

Certainly if it offered some possibil- 
ity of getting the state off their necks 
and of relieving them of some of the 
backbreaking taxation without repre- 
sentation, it would be welcomed. Even 
more Joy would come if it would assure 
value received in services from taxes paid. 

Rep. Palmer should have been a little 
more specific in defining Atlanta. Surely 
he must have meant the Atlanta metro- 
politan area with its more than 1,000,000 
people and its infinitesimal representation 
in the General Assembly. This five-county 
area itself should be outlawed, ending this 
dangerous threat from almost one-third 
of the state’s population who insist their 
small voice be heard. 

Rep. Palmer also overlooks threats 
from other urban areas of the state— 
areas which already are denied equality 
of representation, equality of services and 
whose citizens become more disframchised 
with each passing year. Surely Savan- 
nah, Macon, Augusta, Columbus, Albany, 
Rome, Valdosta, Thomasville, Brunswick 
and many others should be suspect. Let’s 
make “districts” out of them, too, ending 
their threats to “constitutional” govern- 
ment. 

And to carry this to its ultimate con- 
clusion, let Rep. #almer note that popu- 
lation of urban areas has increased by 
about two-thirds in the last two decades. 
Why not make “districts” out cf’all other 
than two-unit counties, thus assuring 
death of the unit system itself and free- 
ing urban areas from their current po- 
litical captivity?

On Budget Starts 


NEW YORK—The administration's defense 


budget, now starting on its rocky road through 

% Congress, provides for fewer numbers but more 
power. Whether the increased power is great enough to compensate 
for increased Soviet power is the nub of the great debate now 
starting. But there are many facets to this problem in addition to 
missiles. The statistics of what the administration's 41-billion-dollar 
budget will buy illuminate some of them. 


Over-all personnel strengths of 
the services are scheduled to de- 
cline by June 30, 1960, to 2,520,000 


men, divided as follows: Air 
Force, 845,000; Army, 860,000; 
Navy, 630,000; Marine Corps, 
175,000. 


The active alrcraft inventory of 
the Air Force is programmed for 
a reduction from 22,578 aircraft 
on June 30, 1958, to 19,982 on 
June 30, 1960. Sixty-five per cent 
of the 1960 planes will be jet- 
powered. 


The total number of combat 
wings-—45 to 75 aircraft toa wing— 
is being reduced from 105 to 102, 
including missile wings, by the end 
of the next fiscal year, June 30, 
1960. Strategic wings will remain 
at 43, but air defense wings are 
to be cut from 27 next June to 
25 by the following June, and tac- 
tical wings, including airlift, are 
reduced from 35 to 34. 

Military Air Transport squad- 

rons, the subject of complaints in 
the past by commercial airlines, 
will decrease from 27 to 24 in the 
same period, but air-refueling 
squadrons will increase from 59 
to 63. 
The 1960 budget will provide 
funds for 703 planes for the Air 
Force, including about 40 more 
Convair B-58 supersonic bombers. 
The B-58, newer models, has a 
range considerably in excess of 
that of the B-47. 

More Boeing B-52's will be 
bought; the latest version will be 
the B-52-G, capable of firing the 


. 


Hound Dog air-to-surface missile 
250 to 500 miles. The new pur- 
chases will increase the total 
number of B-52 heavy bombers to 
mere than 500; eventually 12 
wings of 45 aircraft each are 
planned. Funds for prototypes of 
the chemical-fueled B-70 bombers 
are also provided. 

The 1960 budget also carries ad- 
ditional funds to continue the de- 
velopment and procurement of 
Atlas and Titan Intercontinental 
Ballistic Missiles. Twenty squad- 
rons, or 200, of these missiles—11 
Titan and 9 Atlas—are now pro- 
grammed tq be ready toward the 
end of 1961. 

The first operational Atlas mis- 
sile is now programmed for this 
July. Eight squadrons, or 120, of 
Thor and Jupiter intermediate- 
range ballistic missiles are also 
planned with additional funds in 
the 1960 budget. This number may 
be increased if NATO countries 
accept them. 

The Army, which will drop 
from 15 to 14 divisions during the 
current fiscal year, will remain 
at 14 divisions during the fiscal 
year 1960. 

Its so-called Strategic Army 
Corps of four divisions is being 
reduced to three. Except for the 
divisions in Germany and two of 
the three in the Strategic Army 
Corps, none of the divisions will 
be at full strength and most in 
the United States will be, in ef- 
fect, training divisions with large 
turnovers. :

Johnson Proposals 


Sound Reasonable 


WASHINGTON—Sen. 


Lyndon Johnson, the 
majority leader, is offering the Senate an honest 
piece of civil rights legislation. Besides giving 


the Justice Department further power to deal with denial of voting 
rights, its new feature is the proposal to create a community con- 
ciliation service—somewhat parallel to the Federal Mediation Serv- 


ice for labor disputes—to further 


compliance with all civil rights 


laws including public school integration. 


This may not be the only useful 
step which could be taken at this 
time, but it faces in the right di- 
rection. It is positive, not nega- 
tive. It doesn’t merely threaten 
those who withhold civil rights 
from minorities; it aims to bring 
civil rights into being for more 
citizens. 

What may be even more com- 
mendable is that the proposed 
civil. rights conciliation agency 
has won the instant scorn of the 
extremists on both sides — those 
who don't want anything done 
ever and those who want every- 
thing done at once. 

One misplaced criticism of the 
conciliation proposal is that it 
amounts to conciliating ‘‘whether 
the law should be observed.” 

That certainly sounds lke a 
block-buster of a moral argu- 
ment, but when you examine it | 
doubt if it is much stronger than 
a cap pistol under water. 

Federal labor law makes col- 
lective bargaining mandatory 
But it is no denial of the law to 
have a Federal Mediation Service 
to promote the faithful use of col- 
lective bargaining. It’s the same 
with civil rights. 

It is quite proper to try to pun- 
ish those’ who have deprived 
others of their voting rights or

other civil rights. But it isn’t in- 
consistent to take siéps to enable 
more eitizens to possess their \ ot- 
ing rights and other civil nghits 
where community resistance has 
denied those rights. 


A civil rights conciliation agen- 
cy would not “‘conciliate whether 
the law should be observed'’; it 
would conciliate ways to bring 
about observance. Is that bad? Is 
that compromising with the 
devil? It: seems to me that it is 
good—and wise and realist 

The conciliation service would 
apply to the whole range of civil 
rights—voting, public transporta- 
tion, use of public parks and play- 
grounds and public school inte- 
gration. The Montgomery bt 
boycott would, for example, have 
been a good setting in which the 
conciliation agency could have 
worked. It would have most like- 
ly brought about earlier compli- 
ance with the law. 

In public school integration the 
courts alone determine what the 
law is, but most judges recognize 
that the courts do not constitute 
the best means of working out the 
social, educational, political and 
psychological questions bearing 
on how the law can best be ap- 
plied ‘‘with all deliberate speed.”

Larry Milam, 17, 
Fairburn, agrees “‘it’s unfair to 
emphasize the wrong of a small 
minority when it reflects on 
and hurts the majority. In this 
way alone, I blame the press 
for being unfair to teens.” 


In her winning letter, Hazel 
Maddox, 15, Colbert, expresses 
the same opinion, and explains:
